arley Authorizes Special Stamp 
For A. P. S. Convention 


GAIN, Philatelists and Philate- 
ly will be honored by the issue 
of a special sheet of stamps 
similar to the White Plains 
sheets of 25 stamps issued at 

the International Philatelic Exhibi- 


tion in New York, October 16 to 23, 
1926. 
The information concerning this 


special sheet is so well presented by 
Mr. James H. Baxter, editor of the 
stamp column in the Chester Times, 
of Chester, Pa., that a reprint of this 
article is given herewith. 

“American stamp collectors’ will 
again be honored as they were in 
1926 (when the postoffice department 
issued small sheets of the then cur- 
rent commemorative) by a_ special 
issue of the Century of Progress 
stamps in sheets of 25-subjects, which 
will be placed on sale during the Chi- 
cazo convention of the American Phil- 
atelic Society. 

The model for the proposed special 
issue was approved by James A. Far- 
ley, postmaster general, on June 16 
and the plate proof of the stamp of 
the three-cent denomination will prob- 
ably be ready for approval this week. 

Last Thursday the writer had the 
opportunity to examine the plate from 
which the three-cent stamps will be 
printed. The large printing plate is 
made up of nine panes of 25 subjects, 
making 225 stamps. The panes are 
arranged in three rows of three and 
are separated by a white space of 
about one inch. 

The writer also had the opportu- 
nity, while inspecting the engraving 
division of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, to examine the die and 
a die proof (which had just been com- 
pleted) of the inscriptions that will be 
placed around the borders of each 
sheet of 25-subjects. The die proof 


tering (about six points high) in /par- 
allel rows with just enough space 
between so that narrow transfer rolls 
would pick up only one line at a time 
for transferring to the printing plate. 
From the model and the die proof, 
the writer learned that at the top of 
each sheet of 25-subjects will appear 
the inscription, “Under Authority of 
James A. Farley, Postmaster Gen- | 





eral’; at the bottom, the words, “Chi- 
cago, Ill.” a white space of about one 
inch, and “Plate No. 15000” (this will, | 
of course, be changed); at the left, ' 


From all indications there will be 
only two plates. The one cent stamp 
will be printed from plate number 
21143 and the three-cent stamp from 
plate number 21144. 

While the writer did not learn how 
these stamps will be printed, he pre- 
sumes that they will be printed from 
flat plates and perforated all around. 
However, orders may be given to is- 
sue them imperforate to avoid the ex- 
pense and necessity of changing the 
bars and wheels in the perforating 
machines. 
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“Printed by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing,” and at the right side 
the inscription, “Century of Progress, 
August 1931, in Compliment to the

While it may not be of interest to 
the average collector, the writer, while 
examining the plate from which the 
three-cent stamps will be printed, 
| noticed that stamps number 11 and 16 
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of pane number two (reading across 
the large printing plate) and stamp 
number 17 of pane number five (im- 
mediately below pane number two) 
were marked with a red pencil, indi- 
eating that these particular stamps 
should be re-entered by the siderog- 
apher. It might be wise to bear these 
positions in mind and check them in 
the finished 25-subject sheets.” 


Semi-Official British 
Air Stamp 





Advertising copy at hand from the 
Westminster Stamp Company of Lon- 
don, England, came in a cover by 
air mail franked with one of the 
new semi-official Air Stamps of the 
Great Western Railway. The air 
service is between Birmingham and 
Torquay and intermediate points. The 
stamp is issued by the Railway Com- 
pany under license by the Postmaster 
General to prepay the fee for air mail 
service in addition to the postage fee. 
Covers with this new stamp are of- 
fered in their advertisement this 
week. 

The stamp is in two tones of blue, 
numbered serially in red and is of 
3 penny value. They bear the inscrip- 
tion “G. W. R. AIR MAIL.”

A Bi-Centennial catalog is an- 
nounced by Hoover Bros. It also lists 
the 3c Stuart stamp which is a bad 
feature and in no way to be com- 
mended or excused. The 3c Stuart 
is not a commemorative but is in the 
same class as the 1%ec front view 
Harding and the 4e Taft, a sort of 
a supplementary stamp. The stamp 
is still being used and WILL BE for 
an indefinite period yet. The only 
thing the collector can do is IGNORE 
the prices placed on these stamps if 
they are at the same level as the 3c 
Bi-Cents. They are more common and 
should be still more so as the months 
goon. I will admit that there might 
be some few items that will be scarce 
because of the government bringing 
pressure on the postmasters to either 
use buro-prints or use the new metal 
hand electros, this in order to save 
the printer’s charge for precancelling, 
but this is no argument that they 
should be included with the Bi-Cen- 
tennial set. In reference to above 
the Stuarts that appear in the electros 
and then later appear in a hand stamp 
the former ones are the ones slated 
to be good. Notwithstanding the fact 
that some person, persons or group 
of dealers or what not chisled in the 
3c Stuart on us I think the catalog 
will be welcomed and Hoover Bros. 
should be praised in their effort in 
getting out so timely a publication.

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Why I Stopped Collecting 
Air Mail Covers 





By Capt. A. C. Townsend 





Soon after our first 24c Air Mail 
Stamp was gotten out and the first 
flight made between Washington and 
New York, I was sent up to Quebec 
in connection with the shipment of a 
mess of our soldiers to the A. E. F. 
from there. During a quiet spell I 
was roaming about and in passing 
two strangers near the foot of a hill 
I heard one of them saying something 
of the “Planes of Abraham.” Prick- 
ing up my ears I abruptly asked 
“Where?” and after the usual Ca- 
nadian stare he pointed up the hill. 

So I scrambled up there and came 
out on a large level place at the top. 
There I ran into a Canadian officer, 
and the resulting conversation was 
about as follows: 

Please, I am looking for the planes 
of Abraham. ; 

You have come to the right spot. 

Good. Have you any first flight 
covers? 

I beg pawdon. 

Granted. I want to see if I can get 
some first flight covers, or some air 
mail stamps that were used on the 
trip. 

You seem to be misinformed. This 
is where Montcalm fell. 

So! Then perhaps I can get some 
crash covers. 

Pawdon me. 
you at all. 

Pardon me also. That makes us 
even, so let’s start all over again. 
Where are the planes of Abraham? 

Right here. And he patted the 
ground with his foot. 

Good gosh! Was the crash that bad, 
or do you have to bury the planes 
in the ground to keep off souvenir 
hunters? 

He fixed me with a burning eye. 
“I think one of us is demented,” he 
said. 

“I think so too,” I replied, “but 
so long as you do not seem danger- 
ous, let’s drop the conversation.” And 
as the whistle of a transport blew 
just then I saluted him handsomely, 
backed cautiously away, and 
scrambled back down the cliff. Look- 
ing up I saw him leaning over and 
staring at me, with a rock in his 
hand, so went rapidly away on my own 
business. 

Looking the matter up a bit later 
I found that they call the flat top 
of that hill the “Plains of Abraham”; 
that Montcalm was a French general 
who was very successful against the 
British in 1757 to 1759; that in the 
latter year a British general named 
Wolfe bottled up Montcalm in Que- 
bec, and that he finally led his troops 
up the precipitous hill to the Plains 
and camped there. On September 13, 
1759, the two forces met there in 
battle and the French were complete- 
ly routed.

Fort Dearborn Stamp 
Inaccurate 





Theodore H. Freter, Jr., of Chi- 
cago, had the notion that the picture 
of Old Fort Dearborn as shown on 
the new le stamp was incorrect, in 
that the stockade around the fort 
should show logs with pointed tips. 
We can quite agree with Mr. Freter, 
for our conception of a stockade of 
this sort would certainly call for logs 
with pointed tips. 

Mr. Freter inquired of the Chicago 
Historical Society and received the 
following reply from Adele Rathbun 
of the Reference Department. 


“It is our understanding that 
the stockade around Fort Dear- 
born was composed of logs which 
were pointed at the top. Our 
model of the old Fort, which was 
based on the plan drawn by Cap- 
tain Whistler, is shown with a 
stockade made in this way and 
the one at the Century of Prog- 
ress Exposition is so constructed.” 


Mr. Freter further states “My un- 
derstanding is that before the print- 
ing of these stamps one design was 
refused because of an inaccuracy in 
a detail of construction of the fort. 
It seems that with attention thus 
directed to this matter a more accu- 
rate reproduction could have been 
made.”

Canadian Government 
Stamp Exhibit 


We learn from The Leader Post of 
Regina, that the Canadian Govern- 
ment will have on display at the 
World’s Grain Conference in July, an 
exact replica of the official Canadian 
Government Stamp Display that was 
sent to the WIPA at Vienna, Austria. 
The display is described as follows: 

The case containing the stamps is 
three and a half feet by five feet, 
--qd mint Canadian stamps in blocks 
of four are mounted according to col- 
or. The background for the stamps 
is hand engraved and hand colored. 
The arrangement and artistic setting 
is pleasing, and will doubtless make 
the “doubting Thomas” feel that after 
all there must be something in this 
stamp collecting. 


* * * 


Siam will also have some stamps 
on hand, and those collectors who wish 
to get specimens of the last issue of 
that country, the current air mails 
or the beautiful commemorative is- 
sue, should call at the Siamese ex- 
hibit. They will find the stamps avail- 
able at face. A “baht” is worth about 
40 cents, and as there are 100 satangs 
in a baht, the two-satang stamp is 
worth less than a cent, and the 50- 
satang can be bought for 20 cents. 
The complete commemorative set com- 
prising eight values at face amounts 
to 84 cents. 





For All Stamp Clubs 


One question which has always 
caused a lot of thought and worry on 
the part of Committees having to do 
with exhibitions held by stamp clubs 
has been a satisfactory solution of 
the manner or means by which suit- 
able awards were to be provided and 
given to winners in displays. 

The farmer with the fattest hogs, 
the man with the finest horse, gets a 
“blue ribbon’, suitable ribbons of 
other colors are given to other win- 
ners but satisfactory ribbons, ribbons 
which are of real quality and worthy 
of use as awards are quite expensive, 
costing as much as 50c to more than 
a dollar each if you insist on the best 
and what club can afford such cost 
for these awards. 


That a suitable award might be 
provided for stamp clubs, Linprint 
has produced from plans specified by 
George W. Linn, a handsome set of 
four Award Certificates. These cer- 
tificates are from original drawings 
by Norbert Gainey, beautifully drawn 
and made in three color plates and 
printed on genuine Parchment paper. 
The First Award Certificate is in 
Blue, Gold and Black; the Second in 
Red, Gold and Black; the Third in 
Green, Gold and Black and a special 
Merit Award Certificate for extra or 
Special Award is printed in Lavender, 
Gold and Black. 

These certificates are 5%4x7 inches 
in size, the idea behind them being 
that they may be placed in the collec- 
tors album as evidence of his winning 
of an award on some special collec- 
tion or album. They can be framed 
if one prefers but the _ principle 
thought is that they will be far more 
appropriate, far more practical and 
desirable than a ribbon award. 

Suitable space is left for inscribing 
the name of the winner and the class 
of exhibit as well as name of club 
and date of event. The idea being 
that this be hand lettered by a good 
penman. Each Award Certificate is 
put up in a glassine pocket so that it 
can be kept immaculate until delivered 
to the winner at any show. 

Club Secretaries who are _ inter- 
ested in something suitable and prac- 
tical for use in their club exhibitions 
can have a sample set of the four 
certificates for only 25c, by address- 
ing the publishers of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News. 


Macon Covers 


Three interesting covers relative to 
the Macon came to our office in the 
past week. From Fred Hambrock of 
Toms River, J.. a cover with a 
cachet for the arrival of the Macon 
at Lakehurst; the cachet is embel- 
lished with a miniature photo of the 
big ship. , Horace V. Grant of Lake- 
wood, N. J., sends one for the same 


event with a very attractive printed 
cachet while Walter Wise of Akron 
sends a cover detailing the high 
points in the Macon from the date of 
the ring laying to its day of com- 
mission on June 23rd. This cachet 
is typewritten on a Goodyear-Zeppe- 
lin-Corporation envelope which gives 
it an added interest. The cachet is 
for June 23, the date that the Macon 
left Akron for Lakehurst.
